In S. B. County 

Market Basket’s third 
store in San Bernardino 
County opens today in Red¬ 
lands, Company President 
Neal D. Ramsey announced 
this week, bringing the total 
of units in the chain to 43.

$2,500,000 

The nation’s largest auto 
insurer will cut $2,500,000 
from its California policy¬ 
holders’ 1960 premium bill, 
it is announced. 

Don Murrow, local agent for 
State Farm Mutual Automo¬ 
bile Insurance Company, said 
the savings will result from 
rate reductions for many mo¬ 
torists, pyramided discounts 
and a new driver classifica¬ 
tion plan. 

More than one-half of Sta¬ 
te Farm’s 640,000 policyhold¬ 
ers in the state will qualify 
for lower rates, Murrow said.

Edison Stock 
Earnings Up 

Common stock earnings of 
$3.80 a share, up ten cents 
from the preceding year, are 
announced in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company’s An¬ 
nual Stockholders Report for 
1959, which was released 
recently. Report shows Edi¬ 
son had 9,512,200 shares of 
common stock outstanding 
at the end of 1959, as com¬ 
pared with 8,905,809 shares 
at the close of the preceding 
year. 

Board Chairman Harold 
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Quinton said that ESdison’s 
net income for the year was 
$43,394,886, an increase of 
$3,389,479 over 1959. Gross 
revenue increased $25,520,680 
to $281,763,942. Consolidated 
net income of the company, 
with its subsidiary, was $43,- 
629,613, equivalent to $3.82 


per share, as compared with 
$40,346,940, or $3.74 per share, 
in 1958. 

Record highs were reached 
in the number of customers 
served, kilwatt hour sales 
and electrical demand, as 
well as taxes paid by the 
company, he disclosed.

MEDITOMAL: Skiing is be¬ 
coming more and more pop¬ 
ular and for good reason too.

The numbers of 
injuries resulting from ski¬ 
ing may reach 300,000. With 
this striking number of in¬ 
juries expected, all skiers 
should be aware of the haz¬ 
ards of the sport. 

A recreotlonol skier may 
travel as fast os 30 miles 
an hour.Speeds of 45 miles 
an hour omd even higher 
are possible for profession¬ 
als. The faster you go, os 
on the highway, the more 
serious the injury in e- 
vent of accident. Inexper¬ 
ience and poor physical 
condition are major fact¬ 
ors contributing to skiing 
accidents. 

The sites of the injuries 
are either the ankle or the 
knee in the majority of the 
cases. A bone just above and 
attaching to the ankle,known 
as the fibula, is often subject 
to breaks. Severe sprains or 
actual tearing of ligaments 
frequently occur. These can 
be more serious than a bro¬ 
ken bone and may require 
application of a cast. |

The $7,427 fund campaign 
being waged by the Sierra 
Madre Chapter, American 
Red Cross, reveals that last 
year there were 84 cases of 
Red Cross Home Service as¬ 
sistance, many of which con¬ 
cerned hardships where food, 
clothing and bedding were 
provided. 

These involved 13 active 
duty service personnel, 15 
veterans and 56 eivilians. In 
addition, 35 civilians and 14 
veterans received counseling 
service covering personal 
and family problems. 

Mrs. Robert Dodge has 
been in charge of the Sierra 
Madre chapter’s social wel¬ 
fare activities, assisted 
mainly by Mrs. Helen Hutton 
and (Mrs. Paul Burton. They 
have transported tons of clo¬ 
thing and toys to the Fair- 
view State Hospital for Men¬ 
tally Retarded Children in 
Costa Mesa, as well as many 
books, recording magazines, 
playing cards and puzzles to 
veterans hospitals. 

MBS. JULIA HENSZEY last 
year knitted 40 lap robes for 
veteran paraplegic patients. 
More than 4,000 cookies were 
made by volunteers and tak¬ 
en to the veterans and serv¬ 
ice hospitals, including the 
Long Beach Veterans Hospi¬ 
tal, El Toro Marine Base 
Hospital and the Navy Hos¬ 
pital Ship USS Haven. 

Examples of services pro¬ 
vided active service person¬ 
nel and their families were: 
Assistance to service person¬ 
nel and their families by 
providing reports requested 
and needed by military au¬ 
thorities. These reports cover 
verification, for emergency 
leaves and extensions, hard¬ 
ship discharge and reassign¬ 
ment investigations, social 
histories needed by medical 
and rehabilitation officers, 
health, welfare reports and 
specific reports relative to 
personal problems.
